Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  a report  on  the  environmental 
health  service  provided  during  1969.  Most  of  the  work  of  the  De- 
partment has  again  been  concentrated  on  housing,  food  hygiene  and 
smoke  control,  each  an  important  factor  of  environmental  hygiene. 
It  is  not  possible  to  comment  upon  the  many  varied  aspects  of  the 
administration  but  in  this  introduction  it  is  felt  that  particular 
attention  should  be  drawn  to  the  following. 

Progress  has  been  maintained  in  the  battle  for  Clean  Air.  Smoke 
Control  Area  No.  9 came  into  operation  on  1st  November,  1969 
and  since  the  introduction  of  the  No.  1 Area  in  June,  1961,  some 
10,482  premises  have  come  under  control.  This  has  been  done 
despite  periodic  alarms  relating  to  possible  shortages  of  smokeless 
fuel  and  the  knowledge  that  some  Local  Authorities  have  adopted  a 
4‘go  slow”  policy.  As  only  two  areas  of  the  town  remain  to  be  dealt 
with  the  Council  is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  efforts  to  secure  a 
cleaner  atmosphere. 

During  the  year  there  was  a deceleration  in  the  pace  of  housing 
clea  ance  due  to  limitations  imposed  by  the  current  financial  allow- 
ance necessitated  by  the  Housing  Act,  1969.  Approximately  619 
houses  remain  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  current  clearance  programme 
due  for  completion  in  1972,  but  in  the  light  of  present  restrictions  it  is 
unlikely  that  the  target  date  will  be  met.  Dereliction  of  some  house 
properties  has  grown  due  to  the  failure  of  owners  to  sell  or  let 
dwellings.  Many  of  the  houses  could,  with  adequate  maintenance, 
continue  to  have  a reasonable  life;  unfortunately  these  blocks  of 
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property  are  now  deteriorating  rapidly  and  will  require  clearance 
long  before  their  age  and  construction  would  normally  require. 
Some  opposition  is  also  being  encountered  in  the  proper  maintenance 
of  dwellings  where  owners  restrict  repair  to  a bare  minimum  rather 
than  permit  a more  expensive  and  durable  renovation. 

The  Housing  Act,  1969  re-enacted  and  modified  many  earlier 
provisions  regarding  house  improvement  grants,  area  and  environ- 
mental improvement,  and  introduced  a new  rent  structure  in  respect 
of  tenanted  houses  provided  with  the  standard  amenities.  The  De- 
partment has  been  made  responsible  for  all  these  facets  of  housing 
and  area  improvement  and  this  work  is  going  to  occupy  an  increasing 
proportion  of  officers’  time. 

It  has  been  found  necessary  to  appoint  an  enforcement  officer 
to  remove  the  increasing  number  of  caravans  trespassing  on  both 
Corporation  and  private  land.  Owners  of  land  have  been  most  co- 
operative in  authorising  permanent  right  of  entry  to  the  Department 
but  the  problem,  particularly  in  the  Lower  Todd  Street  area,  is 
accelerating  and  becoming  a continual  nuisance  to  the  residents  of 
this  district. 

I should  like  at  this  point  to  refer  to  the  retirement  in  June,  1969 
of  my  colleague  for  twenty-one  years,  the  late  Dr.  James  Brooks, 
and  the  active  collaboration  which  was  built  during  that  period. 

May  I take  this  opportunity  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
efforts  of  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
during  the  year  under  review,  and  also  the  support  given  to  me  by 
my  staff.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  to  the  Borough  is  supplied  by  the  West 
Pennine  Water  Board,  formed  under  Water  Order  No.  512  dated 
23rd  March,  1968  and  operative  from  1st  April,  1968.  Local  Au- 
thorities regrouped  to  form  the  new  water  undertaking  include 
Heywood,  Middleton,  Ashton,  Oldham,  Rochdale,  Saddleworth 
and  Audenshaw.  The  previous  water  undertaker  was  the  Heywood 
and  Middleton  Water  Board. 

Water  is  derived  from  moorland  surface  gathering  grounds, 
stored  in  impounding  reservoirs  and  treated  by  pressure  filtration 
and  chlorination  before  entering  supply  mains.  As  a safeguard 
against  plumbo  solvent  action  chalk  and  or  lime  is  added  during 
filtration.  The  supply  is  sufficient  and  constant  and  a direct  piped 
supply  is  maintained  in  10,889  houses.  No  dwellinghouse  is  supplied 
by  means  of  a stand  pipe.  2,631  yards  extension  to  water  mains  for 
151  new  dwellings  and  2 existing  dwellings  was  completed  during  the 
year. 


Samples  from  Reservoirs.  It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  the 
organic  quality  and  colour  of  the  waters  are  satisfactory.  The 
bacteriological  quality  has  in  general  been  of  a satisfactory  standard, 
although  on  a few  occasions  coliform  organisms  have  been  present 
in  the  water.  Samples  examined  for  natural  fluoride  content  were 
in  the  range  of  0.23  to  0.25  parts  per  million. 

Samples  from  Distribution  Areas.  The  bacteriological  quality 
of  the  service  waters  is  satisfactory.  The  chemical  condition  has 
been  satisfactory  although  as  usual  they  have  been  slightly  on  the 
acid  side  of  neutrality.  In  general  the  appearance  and  clarity  of 
the  waters  have  been  good  and  the  lead  content  of  no  consequence. 
Samples  examined  for  artificial  radioactivity  can  be  classed  as 
satisfactory  and  in  keeping  with  both  the  National  and  Regional 
levels. 

Private  Water  Supplies.  6 samples  of  raw  water  were  subject 
to  bacteriological  examination  of  which  5 were  satisfactory  and 
1 unsatisfactory.  User  of  the  latter  supply  was  notified  accordingly. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  water  supply  and  sanitary  condition  of  public  elementary 
schools  is  satisfactory.  No  instance  of  school  closure,  for  the  pre- 
vention of  spread  of  infectious  disease  was  necessary  during  the 
year.

A long  term  policy  is  in  operation  whereby  Owners  of  property 
are  offered  a grant  of  £15  for  the  conversion  of  either  Waste  Water 
or  Pail  Closets. 


Public  Cleansing. 

House  refuse  is  deposited  by  householders  in  the  1 1,308  movable 
ashbins  which  are  now  in  existence.  In  addition,  a disposable  paper 
sack  service  is  in  use  at  169  premises.  Refuse  from  premises  other 
than  houses  is  collected  from  the  602  movable  ashbins  and  collection 
of  all  refuse  and  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly. 

The  number  of  houses  at  which  movable  ashbins  have  been 
provided  during  the  year  is  615. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor  Works,  where 
it  is  screened  and  burnt. 
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In  an  attempt  to  prevent  unsightly  tipping  the  Department 
operates  a free  service  of  removal  of  house  hold  furniture  and  effects. 
During  the  year  1,119  collections  of  this  nature  were  made  throughout 
the  District. 

As  a result  of  procedure  established  under  the  Civic  Amenities 
Act,  1967  (Part  III)  together  with  the  original  scheme  of  voluntary 
surrender  by  owners,  42  abandoned  or  old  motor  vehicles  have 
been  removed  from  various  locations  within  the  Borough  during 
the  year.  The  Corporation  has  authority  to  prosecute  owners  for 
abandoning  motor  vehicles. 

A free  service  of  removal  is  maintained  as  an  incentive  to 
prevent  this  nuisance. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

The  Public  Baths  provided  by  the  Local  Authority  consists  of 
a swimming  bath  (25  x 10  yards)  and  15  slipper  baths  (10  for  men  5 
for  women)  the  latter  being  fairly  modern  and  in  good  condition. 

The  water  used  for  filling  is  from  the  West  Pennine  Water 
Board  supply  which  is  treated  by  filtration,  sterilisation  and  aeration. 
A complete  turnover  of  water  is  accomplished  every  4 hours. 
During  the  year  four  full  chemical  and  bacteriological  examinations 
were  taken,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

There  is  no  privately  owned  swimming  bath  or  pool  in  the 
Borough.

Although  60  visits  were  made  to  premises  during  the  year  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  take  observations  of  industrial  chimneys. 
On  the  whole  the  steady  reduction  in  smoke  emission  from  factory 
chimneys  continues,  probably  due  to  the  “prior  approval  ” now 
required  for  new  installations  as  well  as  previous  efforts  of  the 
department.

Area  No.  10  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

This  area  consists  of  4,796  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the  west, 
north  and  east  by  the  District  boundary  and  on  the  south  by  the 
River  Roch,  and  includes  all  that  area  of  the  Borough  north  of  the 
River  Roch.

The  current  housing  shortage  is  in  the  region  of  300  houses. 
Of  this  total  to-day’s  requirements  are  120,  one  bedroom  type,  120, 
two  bedroom  type,  60,  3 bedroom  type.  The  primary  need  is  for 
one  bedroom  accommodation.  At  present,  approximately  50% 
of  applications  for  transfer  to  one  bedroom  accommodation  are 
from  tenants  in  two  and  three  bedroom  dwellings  whose  premises 
are  under-occupied.  Rehousing  of  tenants  into  dwellings  suitable  to 
their  requirements  would  release  two  and  three  bedroom  Council 
houses  for  family  needs.

A total  of  39  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  82,030  gallons  Petroleum  Spirit  namely,  25,630  gallons  stored 
by  28  private  companies  and  56,400  gallons  for  sale  at  1 1 commercial 
garages.  All  new  storage  tanks  are  installed  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Department  and  any  tank  withdrawn  from  use  must  be 
rendered  safe  from  the  risk  of  explosion  to  comply  with  licensing 
conditions. 


Destructor  Works. 

8,582  tons  of  household  and  shop  refuse  have  been  dealt  with  at 
the  Destructor  Works  by  a process  of  separation,  incineration  and 
controlled  tipping. 

A further  2,158  loads  of  trade  waste  from  various  industries  in 
the  town  have  been  disposed  of  on  the  tip.  It  is  estimated  that  some 
7,000  tons  of  builder’s  materials  have  been  disposed  of  on  the  River 
Street  tip. 

Salvage  operations  have  continued,  the  main  items  being 
ferrous  and  non-ferrous  metals,  waste  paper  and  textiles.  7,978  tons 
of  ash  have  been  recovered  from  the  tip  and  sold. 

The  Works  now  consist  of  two  Receiving  Hoppers  with  Housing, 
one  Hiab  Grab,  Refuse  Elevator,  Rotary  Screen  and  Housing, 
Tailings  Conveyor,  Picking  Belt,  Electro-Magnetic  Metal  Extractor, 
two  cell  Incinerator,  Stoking  Conveyor  and  Fan  Draught,  Dust 
Extractors,  Water  Seal  Dust  Trap,  Metal  Baler,  Paper  Baler, 
Electric  motors  etc. 

Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  from  trespass  and  wilful 
damage. 
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Sewage  Works 


During  the  year  1969,  815  million  gallons  of  sewage  and  trade 
waste  have  been  fully  treated  at  the  Botany  Sewage  Works.  The 
highest  daily  flow  was  recorded  in  November  when  4.5  million  gallons 
was  fully  treated  and  a similar  amount  of  storm  water  passed 
through  the  storm  water  tanks.  The  rainfall  recorded  at  the  Works 
for  this  day  was  1.27  inches.  The  sewage  has  been  strong  in  character 
due  to  the  trade  waste  discharged  from  a Tannery,  Dyeing  and 
Bleaching  Works,  Paper  Mill  etc. 

Storm  water  above  three  times  the  normal  dry  weather  flow  and 
up  to  six  times  that  amount  has  been  separately  treated  in  the  storm 
water  tanks. 

521  tons  of  material  have  been  dredged  from  the  Detritus  Tank, 
450  tons  from  the  Storm  Tanks  and  5,670  tons  of  sludge  removed 
from  the  Precipitation  and  Final  Settlement  Tanks.  All  of  this  has 
been  disposed  of  on  the  ash  banked  drying  beds  situated  on  the 
adjacent  Destructor  Works  tip  and  other  drying  beds. 

Treatment  at  the  Botany  Works  consists  of  sedimentation 
biological  filtration  and  final  settlement,  some  chemical  precipitation 
is  carried  out.  The  Works  consists  of  Detritus  Tank,  Comminutors, 
Storm  Water  Overflows  and  Tanks,  Flow  Recorder,  Flow  Distribu- 
tor Chambers,  Sedimentation  Tanks,  Filtration  Plant,  Final  Settling 
Tanks,  Electrical  and  Diesel  Pumping  Plant,  Air  Compressor  and 
Ejector  etc. 

A steady  increase  in  the  flow  is  occurring  due  to  housing 
development  and  the  intake  of  industrial  waste. 

Sewage  from  the  Heap  Bridge  area  has  been  separately  treated 
at  the  small  land  filtration  plant  at  Heap  Bridge,  the  estimated  flow 
being  24  million  gallons.  The  plant  is  very  old  and  arrangements  are 
in  hand  for  the  Works  to  be  closed  and  alternative  arrangements 
made  for  reception  of  the  sewage. 

Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  due  to  trespass, 
damage,  several  burglaries  and  the  discharge  of  fire-arms. 
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
